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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "60" has been used to designate both ceiling and the fuse 
metal. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Reference 
number 60 is used to designate two different parts (ceiling and fuse metal). See Page 
12 lines 6 and 19. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
applicants admission of Prior Art as seen in Figures 1 and 2 and pages 1-6 of the 
specification. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, as admitted by applicant, Figure 2 presents all of the 
structural limitations of the claims. As currently claimed and in view of page 12, lines 1- 
4 of the specification, it appears that Applicant intends "an air flow collecting portion for 
collecting air flow heated when a fire breaks out and generating a swirl flow" to 
distinguish from Prior Art Figure 2. This recitation is merely functional language, and 
both Prior Art Figures 1 and 2 have the identical air flow collecting portion of the instant 
application. Therefore, Prior Art Figure 2 appears to meet all of the limitations of the 
claim. If the generating of swirl flow is in fact the distinguishing limitation, the Examiner 
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Examiner invites applicant to claim the structural difference between the Prior Art Figure 
and the instant application that results in this occurrence. Furthermore, there does not 
appear to be an explanation in the specification as to why the prior art does not create a 
swirl. 

Regarding claim 3, Prior Art Figure 2 also demonstrates three heat collecting 
plates having certain intervals therebetween. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent 6,439,315 to Onuki discloses a sprinkler head with a 
heat collector and a fusible material. U.S. Patent No. 6,152,236 to Retzloff et al. 
discloses a sprinkler having fusible plate and a rim. U.S. Patent No. 6,044,912 to Tsuji 
et al. discloses a sprinkler having a heating collecting plate. U.S. Patent No. 4,977,963 
to Simons discloses a sprinkler having heat collecting discs and a fusible metal. U.S. 
Patent No. 4,785,888 to Blum et al. discloses a sprinkler having heat plates and a 
fusible material. U.S. Patent No. 4,660,648 to Zen discloses a headc collection cover 
and a thermally responsive element. U.S. Patent No. 4,217,960 to Miyazaki discloses a 
sprinkler head having a fusible alloy.
